LIMIT OF WEIGHT 


IS NOW 11 POUNDS 


The Parcels Post Department Has 
Been Running Smoothly and 
Limit Is Raised 


Ottawa, March —The ultimate 
eleven pound limit of weight for the 
parcels post went into effect today. 

Thus ithe restriction to six pounds 
for each packet accepted for trans- 
mission by parcels post during the 
months of February, March and April, 
has been removed. The order that 
has gone forth from the post office 
department also eliminates the addi- 
tional fee of five cents to be prepaid 
by pustage stamps on cach parcel 
mailed for local delivery in places 
where the letter carriers’ system is in 
operation, However, the insurance 
of packets does not become operative 
until the first of May, as at first set 
forth, and in the meantime packets 
of the parcels post may merely be re- 
gistered. 

Information gained at the 
office was to the effect that 
had been received from the post office 
department getting forth changes in 
the parcels post regulations as made 
above. 

Cc. Meyer, assistant postmaster, 
stated the order had been issued by 
the post office department as the post 
offices throughout the country were 
all reported to in a position to 
cope with the increase, or, in other 
words, that the machinery for hand- 
ling the parcels post was now
